T.D.s Must Talk 
Irish in Dail! 


That the Government should 
introduce a bill to prohibit deputies 
who had no knowledge of Irish from 
entering the Dail was a suggestion 
made by Labhras O Murchadha, 
speaking in Galway in connection 
with the jubilee celebrations of the 
Gaelic League. He said another 
bill should be introduced to put 
newspapers which did not publish a 
reasonable amount of Irish in news 
out of circulation. 

in connection with efforts to make 
Irish the spoken language of the 
schools, the headmasters of the 
Navan, Kells, Trim, Athboy, Nobber 
and Dunshaughlin technical schools 
submitted reports outlining their pro- 
posals to the Meath Vocational 
Education Committee at Navan.

Spaniards Like 
Irish Horses 


The Spanish Military Commission 
—Colonel De Las Morenas and 
Captain Kirkpatrick O’Donnell-—-who 
came to Dublin ten days ago to 
buy jumpers, have completed their 
mission, and will return to Spain 
shortly with fifteen horses. 

Their only regret is that shipping 
space will permit them to bring no 
more back with them. They hope 
that in the spring their Government 
will allow them. to return to Ireland 
on a similar mission. 

They bought the horses. in Water- 
ford, Limerick, Cork, Meath and 
Dublin, and paid prices which ranged 
from £100 to £160. ‘‘A very fine 
type of international horse ” is how 
they described the purchases to an 
Irish Times reporter last night.

Allied Ring 
Tightens in 
Central Italy 


OME Radio stated last night 
R that the Allies have rushed 
huge reinforcements to the 
south bank of the Volturno, where 
‘‘a mass attack across the river is 
expected at any moment.’’ 

At the same time, New York 
Radio said:—‘' The 8th Army, with 
a daring encircling movement, has 
flankéd the Volturno position. 
Some eight miles separate units of 
the 8th and 5th Armies.” 

General Alexander's Army group 
driving on Vinchiaturo has tightened 
the net round the German pockets 
defending ‘this vital junction on 
the Foggia-Rome highway, states 
Reuter’s special correspondent. at 
Allied Headquarters. : 

The three Allied columns moving 
forward to close the twenty-mile- 
wide gap have made further pro- 
gress Irom north south and east. 
One spearhead captured San Croce, 
and now stands only 10 miles south 
of Vinchiaturo. 

The capture of San Croce further 
strengthens the right flank of the 
5th Army and increases the. out- 
flanking peril to Marshal Kessel- 
ring’s 80,000 men and Panzers 
assembled north of the Volturno 
River. Another Allied force 
captured Riccia, five miles south- 
west of Gambalesa. 


BITTER FIGHTING 


North of the main road the ad- 
vance on the 8th Army front pro- 
gressed rapidly. Bonefro, five miles 
north-west of Colletorte, was 
stormed and captured after a series 
of fierce engagements. 8th Army 
patrols fanned out over a wide area.

Germans made determined bids to 
xeep the northern edge of the gap 
imtact. 
In the eastern coastal] sector the 
8th Army pushed forward a further 
four miles north of Termoli, The 
Fifth “Army front in the west re- 
mains relatively static. General 
Clark is massing his forces south of 
the river, while tremendous gun 
duels are taking place. 

Fifth Army movements are con- 
siderably hampered by thousands of 
civilians, who, trapped in the fight- 
ing areas, managed to escape,-and, 
carrying their belongings, roam 
southwards.—(Reuter.)

When in his shop a 
few days after the same apples were 
marked 1s. 6d. per lb.—350 per cent, 
profit. I sell my eating apples now 
to local shops at 8d. per dozen; 
they are re-sold at 1s. per dozen.”

Marshal Badoglio sent the follow- 
ing Note to Adeneral Eisenhower 
comming the declaration of 
war. and requesting that the United 
Nations and Italian embassies and 
legations ‘be informed :— 

“I take great pleasure in inform- 
ing you that H.M. the King of 
Italy has declared war on Germany. 
The declaration will be handed by 
our Ambassador in Madrid to the 
German Ambassador at 15.00 hours 
(Greenwich time) on October ló. 

‘“By this act, all ties with the 
dreadful past are broken, and my 
Government will be proud io he able 
to march with you on to the inevit- 
able victory. Will you be good 
enough, my dear General, to com- 
municate the foregoing to the Anglo- 
American, Russian and the other 
United Nations’ Governments. 

“TIT should also be grateful to you 
if you would be kind. enough to in- 
form the Italian embassies in 
Ankara, in Buenos Aires, and the 
legations in Berne, Stockholm, 
Dublin and Lisbon.”’ 


PROCLAMATION 


Marshal Badoglio issued the 
following proclamation :— 

‘‘Italians—with the declaration 
made on September 8th, 1945, the 
Government, headed by me, in an- 
nouncing that the Commander-in- 
Chief of the Anglo-American forces 
in the Mediterranean had accepted 
the armistice requested by us, 
ordered the Italian troops to remain 
with their arms at rest byt pre- 
pared to repel any act of violence 
directed at them from whatever 
source it might come. 

“With a synchronised action, 
which clearly revealed an order 
previously given by some high 
authority, German troops compelled 
some of our units to disarm, while, 
in most cases, they proceeded to de- 
cisive attack against our troops. 

‘But German arrogance and 
ferocity did not stop here. We 
had already seen some examples of 
their behaviour in the abuses of 
power, robbery, and violence of all 
xinds perpetrated in Catania, while 
they were still our Allies 

“Even more savage incidents 
against our unarmed populations 
took place in Calabria, in the 
Puglie and in the area of Salerno.

‘‘Italians—There will not be 
peace in Italy as long as a single 
German remains on our soil. Shoul- 
der to shoulder we must march for- 
ward with our friends of the United 
States, of Great Britain, of Russia, 
and of all the other United Nations 

“ Wherever Italian troops may be 
in the Balkans, Yugoslavia, Albania, 
and in Greece, they have witnessed 
similar acts of aggression and 
cruelty, and they must fight against 
the Germans to their last man 

“The Government, headed by me, 
will shortly be completed. In order 
that it may constitute a true ex- 
pression of democratic Government 
in Italy, the representatives of every 
political party will be asked to par- 
ticipate. The present arrangement 
will in no way impair the “un- 
trammelled right of the people of 
Italy to choose their own form of 
democratic Government when peace 
is restored. 

‘*Italians—I inform you that His 
Majesty the King has given me -tne 
task of announcing to-day, October 
13th, the declaration of war against 
Germany.” 

In a statement issued to the Press 
by his Headquarters, Marshal 
Badoglio said: ' My Government 
has the single objective to free the 
country from -Germag oppression. 
This can only be done by united 
military effort, in which we shall 
work in thé closest possible manner 
with the British and American 
forces. 


PLEDGE TO PEOPLE 


"My Government undertakes to 
complete its task as soon as possible 
by calling upon the outstanding poli- 
tical personalities of the various 
parties, so’ that it shall have a 
thoroughly democratic character. 

‘‘As soon as the war is ended 
and victory won, as it most surely 
can be, the present Government will 
consider its mission accomplished. 
and will be thoroughly content with 
having freed our country from Ger- 
man occupation. Accordingly, the 
Government undertakes here and 
now to give formal assurance that 
at the end of the war the Italian 
people will be perfectly free to 
choose the Government which is 
desired for the no less important 
tasks of peace and reconstruction. 

‘* The present Government has the 
clearly defined task of leading the 
country until peace has been won 


With that, its mandate will cease.”’ 


Armistice Terms Remain 


The following declaration was 
issued simultaneously in London, 
Washington and Moscow, on the 
authority of the Governments con- 
cerned. 

“The Governments of Great 
Britain, the United States and the 
Soviet Union acknowledge the posi- 
tion of the Royal Italian Govern- 
ment, as stated by ‘Marshal Badoglio, 
and accept the uctive co-operation of 
the Italian nation and armed forces 
as a co-belligcrent in the war against 
Germany. 

“The military events since Sept- 
ember 8th and the brutal maltreat- 
ment by the Germans of the Italian 
population, ‘culminating in the 
Italian declaration of war against 
Germany, have, in fact, made Italy 
a co-belligerent, and the American, 
British and Soviet Governments will 
continue to work with the Italian 
Government on that basis. 

“The three Governments acknow- 
ledge the Italian Government's 
ry sá to submit to the will of the 
Italian people after the Germans 
have been driven from Italy, and it 
is. understood that nothing can 
dgtract from the absolute and un- 
trammelled right of the people of 
Italy, by constitutional means, to 


decide on the democratic form of 
Government they will eventually 
have. 

“The relationship of co-belligerency 
between the Government oí Italy 
and the United Nations’ Govern- 
ments cannot of itself affect the 
terms recently signed, which retain 
their full force and can only be 
adjusted by agreement between the 
Allied Governments in the light of 
the assistance, which the Italian 
Government may be able to afford to 
the United Nutions’ cause.” 

The Press Association Diplomatic 
Correspondent states:—The Badoglio 
Government’s declaration does not 
mean that Italy now becomes an ally 
or that she now becomes one of the 
United Nations. She remains a 
defeated country with the status, in 
the recently-coined phrase, of a 
‘* co-belligerent.’’

The generhl cause of price rises 
has been the scarcity of commodities, 
accentuated by increased purchasing 
power arising from emigrants’ remit- 
tances ‘and by inroads on our food 
and other stocks made by tourists. 
Remittances are now estimated at 
£8,000,000 per year, and it is pro- 
bable that tourist purchases also 
amount to millions per year. 

In Britain, where the total volume 
®f wages has greatly increased, 
prices have not risen nearly so much 
as here. 
Government measures which include: 
(1) early and widespread rationing, 
(2) subsidies for food producer's, 
(3) limitation of purchasing power 
by compulsory saving, higher taxa- 
tion and control of foreign exchange 
operations. In the opinion of 
economists, further increases in our 


Government adopted 
measures to a greater degree than it 
has up to the present. 

This winter prices may move so 
sharply that there will be a clamour 
from wage earners for drastic 
measures, with threats of industrial 
trouble if they are not forthcoming. 
If this happens the Government will 
have to take action on a very wide 
front.

The House was discussing a 
supplementary estimate for £135,280 
for agricultural holdings, including

Mr. Minford had been called to 
order on several occasions, and after 
the Minister of Agriculture, the 
Rev. Robert. Moore, had replied to 
the debate, he sought leave to speak 
again. This was refused, and Mr. 
Minford was asked to sit down. “I 
will not sit duwn,”’ he replied. “I 
will leave the House as a protest 
against the Government s attempt to 
hamper agriculture. You ought to 
be ashamed of yourself. ‘You are a 
paid scout for the Government, 
Mr. Minford then left the House. 

Earlier, the Minist<:, replying to 

questions raised, said he had never 
heard so much nonsense talked in 
one afternoon, and Mr. Minford re- 
torted that the Minister was talk- 
ing ‘‘damned nonsense,” a remark 
which he afterwards withdrew. 
The Minister was taken to task by 
Lieut.-Colonel Gordon (U., East 
Down) for his method of giving in- 
formation ta members. He said that 
when people got up in that House 
to ask a question, they*expected a 
civil answer. Mr. Minford had pro- 
tested against the steps taken to 
dispose of the 1942 surplus crop of 
low germination seed, declaring that 
a certain percentage was mixed with 
other seed for sowing.

James Corr, of Castle road, Clontarf, 
Dublin, a director of Messrs. Cahill, 
printers and bookbinders, for having 
been knowingly concerned in dealing 
in 14 tons of bookbinding wire, with 
intent to evade the export prohibi- 
tion. Bail was fixed for appeal 
purposes. 
Announcing his decision in the 
case, which had been heard the 
previous day, Mr. J. H. Campbell, 
the magistrate, said the whole 
surrounding circumstances pointed 
to one thing, that the wire was got 
almost by a trick from England and 
brought to Belfast to wait a favour- 
able opportunity. He could not 
understand the view that the wire 
was to remain in Belfast until after 
the war, and, so far as he could see, 
it was not a business transaction for 
a firm like Messrs. Cahill to engage 
in. .He could not accept the 
evidence that Corr knew nothing of 
the existence of a man named Byrne, 
who removed the wire. 
Corr was arrested in Belfast after 
he had gone to Belfast to give 
evidence in a case against another 
defendant concerning the wire.
